Th* Potato Rot. 


Bulletin State Agricultural Department 


"Will 
spraying successfully 
prevent 


potato rot (blight) in a wet season auch as 
we hav« this year?" 


This fall there is an unusual loss from 


Potato Rob 
This is due to the presence 


of a fungus which can infect other pota- 
toes under certain conditions, as we bave 
recently proven by sticking a knife blade 
Bnt into a rotten potato, then into a good 
one; 
then sterilizing the knife by heat 


and again sticking it into a good tuber. 
The former decayed and the latter did 
not, showing that the germs of decay or 
the Rot Fungus, had been conveyed on 
the knife blade in the first experiment. 


The Rot has been worse than utual this 


fall, for three reasons: 
' 


1. The wet weather has favored the de- 


velopment of the Blight Fnngut which 
causes it. 2 Constant recent rains bave 
rendered partially ineffective the applica- 
tions of Bordeaux mixture which destroys 
this blight. 3 The wet ground and hot 
sun are favorable to the rapid destruction 
of the tuber by the rot, while in the 
ground 


Only we who are studying these subjects 


and hear the many calls for help can 
realize bow enormous is the loss to the 
potato growers by the 
rot this full. 


Hundreds of thousands of bushels of thit 
food for mankind have been thus lost dur- 
ing the present season. It is no wonder 
that the call for help has come from many 
persons I* each county in this state. Un- 
fortunately It is now too late to enable us 
to tender satisfactory assistance this year, 
yet if we do nothing more now than to 
take thit timely opportunity to enforce 
the importance of Applying toe proper 
preventive* in due time next summer this 
Bulletin may prove of great value to all 
who will then make use of its present 
teachings. 


The rot of the tutor starts at a disease 


or Blight of the leaf, and It gradao4l* 
kills the leaves and works down the sterna 
to the tuber* This ia to be compared 
with the well-known destruction of sweet 
potatoes through the vine* by frost) al- 
though the original cause it not the satme. 
We well remember cutting tweet potato 
vines In the early morning to prevent in- 
jury to the root by the effects of the frost 
After the blight rot hat entered the tuber 
of the Irish or White Potato little can be 
done to jave it, but rotting may be great- 
ly retarded by keeping them aa dry and 
cool aa ponibla. If the potatoes were 
healthy It would be advisable to leave 
them in the ground for about ten days to 
ripen or "season," as it hat been proven 
that by thia meant they keep batter. 
Yet, such a season at this, when they an 
already inclined to rot, and the ground it 
wet and the sun hot, it it batter to get 
them out of the ground at toon at {total hie 
after the vines ate dead or dying. 
Pick 


out and bury all that are rotten, and use 
at once those that are partly spoiled, 
potting away only Sound potatoes. Aa 
they are put into the bins sprinkle wail 
air-slacked lime and anlpbur, using one 
parrot th* latter to about twenty of th* 
former. Look ovn the entire lot occa- 
sionally and remove thot* that s®t moiled 
from tin good one*

A TERRIBLE WRECK. 


D(W1.E»TOWN TRAIN DKSAILKD AND TWO KILL- 


KD AND A nOZKN 1*JU»KD 
TMK WBECK A 


RESULT OF A DASTARDLY I>KRD. 
Train wreckers who contemplated re- 


venge or robbery succeeded in wrecking 
the Doylestown 
local 
which left the 


county seat Saturday night at 10 25, about 
two hundred 
yards south of Gwynedd 


station. 
That an even more appalling 


disaster waa not recorded is due to {he 
low rate of speed at which the train was 
running when It struck the rail which bad 
been bent inwards and spiked fast to tbe 
ties on the north side of the big bridge 
which spans the Wissauickon creek. It is 
evident that the wreckers intended the 
train to topple over tbe bridge into the 
stream below, but their fiendish plan mis- 
carried, and tbe engine and 8rot coach ran 
over the ties the entire length of tbe 
bridge before going over the steep em 
bankment. 
As a result of the accident 


two persons were killed and a dozen or 
more injured. 


Harry L. Bedrock, of Doylestown. the 


fireman, aged 23 years, and 0. L. Ouster, 
of Philadelphia, a passenger, were killed. 


THE SCENE OF THE WRECK. 


Hundreds of persons from Doysleatown 


and vicinity visited the scene of tbe wreck 
on Sunday. 
In tbe opinion of all it was 


one of the most dastardly deeds com- 
mitted in recent years. 
No better spot 


could have been chosen for the wrecking 
of the train—the outskirts of a quiet little 
village, where the fiends in htfman form 
conld work without fear of Inerruption. 


The deed was done by some one who 


thoroughly understood railroad work. 
A 


careful examination showed that tbe fish 
plates at one end of the rail bad been- re- 
moved and the spikes drawn for some dis- 
tance back. Theloose rail was bent in- 
wards about six or seven inches and then 
spiked fast again and the 8ib plate was 
inserted between the two rails, preventing 
the bent one from flying back into place. 
The wiras which carry the electric cur- 
rent from rail to rail and by which tbe 
signal system is worked, were not tamper- 
ed with. 
It ia very evident from this fact 


that the party or parties were acquainted 
with the workings of the electric signal 
system. 
If the winis had been cut a 


danger signal would have showed and con- 
sequently no wreck would have occurred. 


Tbe train left Doylesown on schedule 


time Saturday night and was due at 
Gwynead at 10.56, The wreck occurred 
about 200 yards south of the station and 
the epeud of the train hardly exceeded 12 
or 15 miles an hour at that point.

the condition of either acceding to the 
girls demand or shutting down, as the 
work in all departments will be tied np if 
the twisting and drawing rooms remain 
idle for any length of time.

pay of each operator is held back by tbe 
firm and it is the rule of the mill that tbe 
sum will 
be forfeited if any employee 


quits work without giving tbe regulation 
notice. 
The girls have engaged a lawyer 


and intend, they say, to sue for their 
wages.

Mrs. Ouster was bad- 
ly bruised and the little girl had her neck 
caught by a seat which swung over, but 
she was not seriously injured.

occupants of the car were.all badly shaken 
up but all mill recover.

Why the Berry Dene* Prodmetlon IB 


the United State*. 


As to tho history of coffee, the legend 


runs that It wns first found growing 
wild in Arabia. Hudjl Omar, a dervish, 
discovered it in 1285. (U7 years ago. He 
was dying of hunger in the wilderness, 


'i have'noTlterary [ when, finding some small round her- 


' ries, he tried to eat them, but they were 


bitter. He tried roasting them, and 
these he finally steeped in some water 
beld in the hollow of his hand and 
found the decoction as refreshing as If 
he had pai taken of solid food. He hur- 
ried back to Mocha, from which be had 
been banished, and, inviting the wise 
men to partake of his discovery, they 
were so well pleased with it that they 
made him a saint. 


The story Is told that coffee was In- 


troduced Into the West Indies in 1723 
by Chirac, a French physician, who 
gave a Norman gentleman of the name 
of De Clieux, a captain of Infantry on 
his way to Martinique, a single plant. 
The sea voyage was a stormy one, the 
vessel was driven out of her course, and 
drinking water became so scarce that 
It was distributed In rations. De Clieux, 
with an affection for his coffee plant, 
divided his portion of water with it and 
succeeded In bringing it to Martinique, 
although weak, not In a hopeless condi- 
tion. There be planted it In bis garden, 
protected it with a fence of thorns and 
watched It daily until the end of the 
year, when1 he gathered two pounds of 
coffee, which be distributed among the 
Inhabitants of the island to be planted 
by them, From Martinique coffee trees 
in turn were sent to Santo Domingo. 
Guadaloupe and other neighboring Is- 
lands. 


The coffee tree Is an evergreen shrnb. 


growing, in Its natural state, to a height 
of fourteen to eighteen feet. It is usu- 
ally kept trimmed, however, for con* 
venience In picking the berries, which 
grow nlonsr-the' branches close to the 
leaves and resemble in shape and color 
ordinary 'cherries The tree cannot be 
grown above the frost line, neither con 
It be successfully grown In the tropics. 
The most successful climate for produc- 
tion is that found at an-altitude of 
about 4,000 feet Anything much above 
this is. in danger of frost, which is fatal 
to the tree, and wlien coffee Is grown 
much below this it requires artificial 
shade, which materially increases the 
eost of production and does not produce 
as marketable berries. It is owing to 
this particular requirement that coffee 
bus never been successfully produced 
in the United States.—Success.

Bread and biscuits should rise In a 


moderately warm place, for if too coli 
It will be heavy or if too hot it Is lively 
to sour. 


Milk is preferable for mixing.

to be varied a little, as some flour wll 
absorb more moisture than others. 


A good sponge can be made of one 


pint of sifted flour, one cake of com 
pressed yeast dissolved In a cupful ol 
warm water and liquid enough to 
make a batter.
